From the time of the alarm until water waa 
thrown at laast a half honr had elapsed, and in 
ih« auMUitin* the An had gainad aaeh propor- 
tions 88 to threaten the OperB-hoiue, FInit 
National Bank, Kulietin Office, Pablir Library, 
Morray & Tbomas'e Marble Works, Miller'a 
Barnass Shop. G. W. Chafflben's Repair Shop, 
Plekrell ft Craighbaam'stailoriDgastabHahmaBt, 
Redmen'.t Hall and othar battdiiiga io tha im- 
mediate vicinity. 

Thiaa of tha flra companies reKponded in full 
forea, and onoa at work did nobia aarviea, sab- 
dalag and conflnlng tha flaraea withio the seopa 
of the livery «tablf and furniture i<tiire. 

At one time the Itames leaped high and illu- 
ainatad tha haavans, the beat so intense it 
hampered the work of the brave flranaa, who, 
notwithstandinK, atond nobly to their nnaalflsh 
and heroic tai<k. 

This disastroai Are fall* particularly bard od 
Mr. Joho T. Parkar.who was Jost racoreriog from 
a similar misfortaM in tha same loeatioa eight 
year* ago. 

Sunday morning, January 30th, 1898, this 
aquare was visited by a coaflagration that licked 
«p in a few hoars |fi0.000 worth of property,

Harris Cooped diMOvered the ftre at 1:30. 
Mr. Parker, at the sight of his poMsuioia 

being consomed, becaow so eseited and over- 
come that be bad to be restrained by friends 
from eBtaring the burning building. 

Notwithstaading preoantion bad been taken 
by the Opera-hoose maaagdhieat la layiag koae 
throughout the building to flght the Are, tha 
cornice work at tbe verjr highest point blazed 
out, and for ten or fifteen minutes men with 
hated breath atood and watched the Aremaa in 
their f ntile efforts to reach it. At laat a stream 
from the Neptune f>hnt up and roaohed the spot 
amid the huzzahs of the unlookara. 

Messrs. Mellvain & Hnmphries saved their 
Anest haarae, it beiag ia service at the time of 
tbe Are. 

The Sre was uuder control at 8'.80, aad the 
firemen quit work at 6:30.

Heretofore street 
inn>rovements h:i\t' heen made at> the expense 
of theeity's taxpa} ers ji .intly. This time tiiose 
in front of whose jiroperty the street is laid will 
be ealled on to jmy the et)st out of their own 
jioekets, liarring intersections ami in front of 
alleys, and even for these they must stand their 
pro rata of the cost.
